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Jobs are 
at risk in 
review of 
hospital 

CLEANINGjobs at Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital are at 
risk as bosses look to save up 
to £2 million. 

Interserve, which pro¬ 
vides the cleaning services at 
the hospital, is carrying out 
the review of its 150 staff. 

Bosses said the review 
could lead to redundancies 
but at this stage it is not 
known how many. 

The Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust is looking 
to make the savings on its 
outlay to Private Finance 
Initiative(PFI) partners 
such as Inter serve. 

Trust chief executive 
Paula Clark said: “As part of 
all the work we are doing 
with the PFI partners we are 
looking at where we can 
make efficiencies. ” 

But she added “cleanli¬ 
ness remains a priority” and 
she does not expect the stan¬ 
dard of care for patients to 
be affected. 

A statement by Interserve 
said: “We are working to 
improve service delivery at 
the hospital. As part of this 
process we are undergoing a 
thorough review with 
unions and our employees. 

Hospital governor Steve 
Waltho said while he under¬ 
stood cuts had to be made to 
protect front-line services he 
wanted assurances there 
would be no impact on hos¬ 
pital cleanliness.

Poet William Shenstone, who developed The Leasowes beauty spot, industrialist Wal¬ 
ter Somers, and Halesowen Athletics Club founder Jack Price are among the names 
being suggested for the town feature. Ward councillor Ken Turner is drawing up the pro¬ 
posals, which are set to go before council- 


BCLM staff 
stunned by 
news of cuts 

WORKERS at Dudley’s Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum have been left stunned by the 
news the attraction is looking to lose 70 staff 
and will close two days a week during the 
winter. 

Staff at the attraction in Tipton Road, 
were left reeling when the announcement 
was made by chief executive Andrew Lovett. 

They fear the measures will “threaten the 
future” of the museum and destroy the 
unique character it has built up over the 
years. 

Workers are now meeting to discuss their 
response to the measures and to devise an 
alternative for management to consider 
before a final decision is made on job losses. 

Staff said they were “very worried” about 
the proposals and planned to use a 30-day 
consultation period to try and get bosses to 
change their minds. 

They said it was not only a matter of sav¬ 
ing positions at the attraction but also the 
impact the measures would have on the 
museum in future. 

A part-time worker, who did not wish to 
be named, said: “Many of those affected by 
this have been at the museum for many 
years and have a great deal of experience. 

“The worry is these measures will ruin 
the whole ethos of the museum.” 
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lors at Halesowen Area Committee next 
month. 

The paving stones would be laid between 
Peckingham Street and Somers Square. 

The cost has not yet been calculated but 
Councillor Turner hopes the sum would 
come from Dudley Council funds. 

He said: “We have a fantastic heritage in 
Halesowen and we need to do something to 
celebrate it. 

“This way, future generations will be 
able to see the great names that have come 
from the town and realise that Halesowen 
is the jewel in the crown of the Black Coun¬ 
try.” 

Other names being put forward are 
writer and composer Brett Young, famed 
for the Mercian series of novels in the 
1920s and 30s, and legendary comic 
Tommy Mundon, who still lives in the 
town. 

Honour 

There could even be an honour for for¬ 
mer Manchester United midfielder Lee 
Sharpe, who was born in Halesowen. 

Councillor Turner says he was inspired 
after getting involved in the Earls Gym¬ 
nastics Club’s campaign to raise cash for a 
new site after Kristian Thomas’ bronze 
medal success at London 2012. 

He has also been working with Hale¬ 
sowen Athletics and Cycling Club, which 
has produced Olympic and Paralympic 
stars such as Jess Varnish and Helen 
Scott - and says Jack Price, who started the 
club 1922, deserves to be recognised. 

If approved by Halesowen Area Commit¬ 
tee, the plans would then go before the rest 
of the council in the coming months. 

The Birmingham Walk of Stars is said to 
have brought millions of pounds of tourism 
to the city, with the unveiling of Ozzy 
Osbourne’s honour generating £1.7 mil¬ 
lion alone.

HALESOWEN’S paralympic medal winner 
Jordanne Whiley will be given a grand wel¬ 
come when she returns to her home town. 

The 20-year-old Paralympian and her 
doubles partner Lucy Shuker beat tough 
competition from Thailand’s Sakhorn 
Khanthasit and Ratana Techamaneewat to 
secure the medal in the wheelchair tennis 
doubles. 

Their gold medal dreams had been ended 
at the hands of Dutch competitors Aniek 
van Koot and Jiske Griffioen. 

But the British duo rallied back to get the 
bronze - despite losing the first set and slip¬ 
ping to a 3-0 deficit and match point in the 
second. The star will be back in Halesowen 
on Sunday when she is among the guests of 
honour at the town’s fun run. 

She will hand out medals alongside Helen 
Scott, who won silver and bronze medals at 
the Paralympics, and Olympian Jess Var¬ 
nish. Both are members of the town’s 
cycling club. 

Gymnast Kristian Thomas, who also won 
a bronze at the Olympics, will attend the 


event which is expected to attract up to 500 
runners. The event has been organised by 
Halesowen and Rowley Regis Rotary Club 
and will raise money for Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital, the Midlands Air Ambu¬ 
lance and MacMillan Cancer Support. 

It will be held at Somers Square in the 
town from 9.30am. 

Jordanne said she was delighted by the 
win. “It was such hard work and it’s such a 
relief,” she said. “During the morning I was 
still a bit down and at a set and 3-0 down I 
knew I needed to snap out of it and I’m so 
proud of myself that I did. 

“I actually thought about that on court 
and I thought if I go home without a medal 
how will I feel? I didn’t like the feeling so I 
turned it around. There wasn’t a doubt in 
my mind that we weren’t going to win it, 
even at match point.

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Housing 
office is 
to close 
in move 

HALESOWEN’S housing 
office will close under plans 
to move staff to the town’s 
library along with the Citi¬ 
zens Advice Bureau. 

Front counter workers at 
the office in The Queensway 
will relocate to the town’s 
library, where CAB staff will 
also be based. 

The library will undergo a 
£50,000 revamp as part of 
the move. Other housing 
staff will be based in offices 
at The Waterfront in Brier- 
ley Hill. 

In total 14 posts will move 
to the Waterfront and two 
jobs going to the library. 

The workers will be 
moved when the current 
office closes when the lease 
runs out in January next 
year. It comes after housing 
office staff in Brierley Hill 
and Stourbridge were 
rehomed at the town’s 
libraries over the last two 
years. The CAB will move 
from its premises in Sum¬ 
mer Hill. 

A report by Dudley Coun¬ 
cil housing chief Councillor 
Khurshid Ahmed says: “Dis¬ 
cussions with the CAB have 
concluded that co-location 
would be advantageous to 
residents and they would 
also want to relocate to the 
library. 

Stray horses 
action plan 

AN action plan to tackle the 
problem of stray and ille¬ 
gally grazing horses in Dud¬ 
ley is to be given a green 
light after a year-long trial 
proved successful. 

Dudley Council launched 
new measures in an attempt 
to control the number of 
horses left to wander around 
borough streets following a 
surge in complaints last 
year. 

They have proved so suc¬ 
cessful the authority is now 
set to adopt them perma¬ 
nently. 

Under the scheme, the 
council, in partnership with 
West Midlands Police, will 
continue to remove all stray 
horses reported on or near 
the highway. 
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Rating is up as superbug cases fall 


DUDLEY’S Russells Hall Hospital, 
which 12 months ago faced a sharp 
rise in the number of patients get¬ 
ting superbug c.diff, is to be awarded 
an improved rating as infection 
numbers continue to fall, bosses 
claim. 

The hospital was given an amber- 
red rating earlier this year by Mon¬ 
itor, the regulator of Foundation 
Trusts, because of the high number 
of cases since last April. 


But the latest assessment by Dud¬ 
ley health trust chiefs indicates a 
green rating for governance - the 
highest available. 

The rating from Monitor focusing 
on infection risk has already 
improved from amber-red to amber- 
green following a 60 per cent drop in 
the number of patients with c.diff. 

Trust governors were told at a 
meeting last week that it is also 
expected to further improve in the 


coming months. Bosses have bought 
two hydrogen peroxide vapour 
machines - fogging machines - at a 
cost of £69,000 to help reduce the 
spread of infections. 

The number of cases has fallen 
from 38 in the first quarter of the 
2011/12 financial year to 14 in the 
first quarter of 2012/13. 

There have been no cases of 
deadly superbug MRSA in the last 
15 months. Director of nursing 


Denise McMahon told the meeting: 
“The rise in cases of c.diff last year 
was not an outbreak - it would have 
been easier in a way if it was, as we 
would have known what to do to 
stop it. 

“The infections were not being 
passed from person to person so it 
was difficult to explain the increase. 
But we set up a team to forensically 
examine what we were doing with 
infection control.”

A tribute 
to mettle 
of ladies 

THE pioneering work of a 
formidable group of Black 
Country women “The Iron 
Ladies of Cradley Heath” 
will be honoured at an 
event in October. 

The tribute will be held 
at Dudley’s Black Country 
Living Museum on October 
20 . 

In 1910 the Women 
Chainmakers of Cradley 
Heath won a fight to estab¬ 
lish the right to a fair wage 
following a bitter dispute. 

The employers and 
unions agreed to a mini¬ 
mum wage of two-and-a- 
half pence an hour - an 
amount which equalled a 
150 percent pay increase for 
the poorest of workers. 

Andrew Lovett, director 
and chief executive of the 
Black Country Living 
Museum said: “We are 
delighted once again to 
commemorate the coura¬ 
geous actions of a group of 
women from Cradley 
Heath, who marched for 
better pay and shaped 
industrial relations in 
Britain. 

The museum will relive 
the story of the women 
through street performance 
and re-enactment from Fiz- 
zog Productions and Tete-a- 
Tete theatre group.

But he said over the past 
15 months a new board had 
been set up which made it 
clear there was no connec¬ 
tion. 

“That centre had been 
run successfully for 20 years 
and the decision was taken 
that we should not be bul¬ 
lied into closing a commu¬ 
nity facility,” said Mr Kang. 

Police were called to the 
Sikh Cultural Centre during 
the trouble and a force heli¬ 
copter was scrambled to 
monitor the melee.

Mr Watson died of his 
injuries after being attacked 
in the alleyway, which is 
near to his home, following 
a night out on July 28. 

The community claims 
drug users congregate in the 
passage and say that resi¬ 
dents’ complaints have been 
ignored for years. 

Dudley Council has con¬ 
firmed it has received the 
document and said officers 
were now in discussion with 
police about what could be 
done. 

Councillor Judy Foster, 
said: “All of the issues have 
to be thoroughly explored 
and we therefore do not 
anticipate any decisions 
being made imminently.” 

The family of Mr Watson 
immediately called for the 
alleyway closure following 
his death. 

They say it is a magnet for 
drug users and anti-social 
behaviour. 

Man set fire 
to himself 

A MAN died from severe 
burns after dousing himself 
with flammable liquid and 
setting fire to himself, an 
inquest heard. 

Mohammed Banaras had 
gone into the garden of his 
home, in Worcester Road, 
Dudley, after returning home 
from a mosque on November 
28 last year. 

Dudley Coroners Court 
heard the 65-year-old was 
taken to Birmingham’s 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
but later died.

More than 100 people gathered at 
Hagley Free Church last week to air 
their views on proposals by Cala Homes 
to build properties and offices on land 
owned by Lord Cobham. 

Residents agreed a protest should be 
staged in the village and at Hagley Hall 
to show the depth of opposition. The site 


is part of the 350-acre hall estate and is 
bordered by the A456 Kidderminster 
Road and the A491 Stourbridge Road. 

Last week’s meeting, staged by 
Hagley and Clent parish councils, heard 
4,300 leaflets had been delivered across 
the area by Hagley Residents Action 
Group. 

And 180 individual objections have 
already been lodged with Bromsgrove 
District Council and a petition has been 
signed by 1,000 people. 

As part of the protest, residents plan 
to wave placards on the A456 traffic 


island in a demonstration. A date has 
still to be set for the action. Letters will 
also be sent to the district council oppos¬ 
ing the plans and residents plan to 
boycott events at the hall. 

Residents say the 175 new homes 
would lead to traffic congestion and 
stretch schools and the village surgery 
beyond breaking point. 

Plans to add an access road to the 
A456 roundabout were also criticised. 

Carolyn Williams, aged 65, of Brook- 
land Road, said: “There is already a 
problem with traffic congestion in the 


village and this will only make the situ¬ 
ation worse. The schools are already full 
and the surgery cannot take on so many 
extra patients. 

“It will take the village past breaking 
point,” she added. 

Richard Ward, 67, of Brookland Road, 
said: “There is already an issue with 
water collecting at the bottom of 
Worcester Street in heavy storms.” 

Hagley Residents Action Group 
member Joy Corbett said: “Many resi¬ 
dents said they would be in favour of a 
demonstration.”

BOM shedding 70 jobs 
over weather and cuts 


THE Black Country Living Museum, Dudley 
plans to shed up to 70 jobs and close two days 
a week in the winter following funding cuts 
and a slump in numbers visiting the attraction.

potential to put us at the 
forefront of heritage educa¬ 
tion in the UK. At the same 
time, in the face of continu¬ 
ing difficult economic condi¬ 
tions and frankly, the most 
appalling summer for 
outdoor visitor attractions, 
we must adapt by reducing 
costs, as well making sure 
we are generating as much 
revenue as we possibly can.” 

The 26-acre site boasts 
one of the largest open-air 
museums in the UK. 

Up to 70 posts are likely to 
be affected including 40 
casual staff working as cos¬ 
tumed guides. 

One of the 28 contracted 
costumed demonstrators is 
expected to be made redun¬ 
dant. The rest of the losses 
will come from contracted 
staff, including administra¬ 
tive roles. 

Mr Lovett said he was 
intending to revamp the 
scheme for schools. 

But the move is likely to 
mean schools will not be 
taken around by a guide. 
Dudley Council’s funding 
cut does not come into effect 
until next year. 

Mr Lovett said: “I won’t 
have a bad word said against 
them.” 


The museum says it has 
suffered the “most appalling 
summer” due to the 
weather. 

Chief executive Andrew 
Lovett said visitor numbers 
were down up to 15 per cent. 

The museum, which 
employs 239, will close twice 
a week between November 
and Easter under plans to 
save £250,000 a year. 

It was recently stripped of 
a £70,000 a year grant from 
Dudley Council. 

The museum receives 
67,000 students on educa¬ 
tional visits every year. 

Interactive 

Mr Lovett said he wanted 
the museum to offer a 
“deeper, more interactive 
engagement with children 
and students which is more 
challenging and more rele¬ 
vant to the curriculum” but 
which will require a much 
smaller team of staff. 

The museum is 98 per 
cent self-funded. 

Mr Lovett said: “We owe it 
to the children and students 
that visit, as well as those 
that had the foresight to 
create this remarkable 
museum, to deliver the best 
possible educational serv¬ 
ices.

Its chief 
executive ANDREW LOVETT explains why 
What is the museum doing? 

The museum is consulting with its staff 
about proposals concerned with enhancing 
the way the museum provides services for 
educational groups, reducing its winter 
opening by two days per week between 
November and Easter, taking steps to 
improve the management and results of its 
commercial operations and making changes 
to reduce management costs. 

Why is the museum bringing forward 
these proposals? 

The museum welcomes 67,000 pupils and 
students a year. It wants to provide educa¬ 
tional services that reflect the quality and 
national significance of its recently desig¬ 
nated collections. 

The museum wants to match the best 
museums in the country by offering a 
deeper, more interactive engagement with 
children and students which is more chal¬ 
lenging and relevant to the curriculum. This 


will require a much smaller and more 
highly-trained team. At the same time, and 
in common with many organisations in the 
public and private sectors, the museum has 
seen a drop in its revenues during difficult 
economic times. 

As an outdoor visitor attraction, this has 
been compounded by the appalling weather 
over the last five months. And although only 
a relatively small proportion, funding from 
Dudley Council is also being withdrawn in 
2013. To reduce costs, while maximising 
visitor attendance, it is proposed that the 
museum reduce its opening times. 

It is also proposed that costumed ‘posi¬ 
tions’, numbering 28, are prioritised with a 
view to making a reduction of one. 

It also proposes to reduce management 
costs and improve commercial trading 
results. 

How much does the museum cost to run? 

The current annual funding requirement 
of the museum is £3.297m per year. 

How much will these proposals save? 

If implemented in full these proposals will 
reduce costs by around £250,000. 

How many staff will potentially be affected? 

If these proposals are implemented in full 
and depending on how the staff affected 
might be resettled into different or revised 
roles, up to 70 people might be affected, of 
which approximately 40 would be the 
current casual team of costumed guides. 
What timescale is attached to the proposals? 

Over a period of at least 30 days, the 
museum is now undertaking consultations 
with its staff and staff representatives. Any 
changes will be introduced as soon as possi¬ 
ble following consultation. 

Will the museum’s programme of winter 
events be affect by the proposals? 

No. All winter events will go ahead, and 
visitors should not notice any change in 
what the museum has to offer. Tickets for 
the winter events are now on sale. 


Teenager

Mr Shabeer Qureshi, defend¬ 
ing, said the defendant was 
“wracked with guilt”. The 
case was adjourned.

Gough, of Marigold Crescent, Dudley, was 
given a 12-month jail term suspended for 24 
months and ordered to carry out 100 hours 
unpaid work. She was also placed under 
supervision. 

Judge Helen Hughes said there “may be 
criticism for being lenient” but she had 
taken into account Gough was the primary 
carer of her three children with another one 
on the way. Gough, who works as a part-time 
carer, pleaded guilty to two charges of dis¬ 
honestly failing to notify a change in circum¬ 
stances at a hearing on August 9 - when she 
had been due to stand trial. 

Miss Laura Culley, prosecuting, said 
investigations had revealed she and her 
partner had put down the same address 
when registering the children. 

Mr Andrew Wallace, defending, said: “She 
is of previous good character and is the 
primary carer for her children.”

Care Inist reports £5.9m 
surplus before handover 


DUDLEY Primary Care Trust has 
reported a healthy £5.9 million 
surplus as it prepares to hand 
over management of the 
borough’s healthcare. 

Doctors on the CTinicaT Commissioning 
Group wiTT take over the purse strings in 
Aprii. But Gill Cooper, chairman of the 
Black Country Cluster, speaking at the 
trust’s finai annual meeting, warned of 
“huge chaiienges” ahead. 

She said the financial chaiienges facing 
the NHS were greater than ever before and 
tough decisions wouid be necessary,. 

“There wiii be very difficuit decisions to 
make about what we can provide and what 
we cannot provide,” Ms Cooper said. 

Dr Jas Rathore, clinical executive for 
Dudiey Ciinicai Commissioning Group, said 
among the issues to be tackled was the nine- 
year gap in life expectancy between the most 
deprived and most affluent areas. 

Finance director James Green told how a 
total of £9.7 million had been saved through 
a variety of schemes by the former Dudley 
PCT during the year, including £2.7m by 
cutting management costs and £1.7m 
through better prescribing of drugs. 

Rob Bacon, chief executive of the Black 
Country Cluster, said challenges for the 
CCG included a continued need for effi¬ 
ciency, while at the same time grasping 
advances in medical care, such as tele¬ 
health. 

“They’ve got huge challenges ahead of 
them, with an ageing population, increasing 
numbers with long-term conditions and 
more people with multiple health issues,” he 
said.

Shoppers demanding a 
change to revive towns

NEWLYWEDS Keith and Sarah 
Coley were jilted out of bed when 
their honeymoon canal boat 
dropped five feet due to vandals 
emptying a lock in Stourbridge. 

The couple, who married on Sep¬ 
tember 1, had their rude awakening 
while moored next to the former 
Stuart Crystal glassworks, by the 
Red House cone at Wordsley. 

“I literally fell out of bed,” said 
Keith, aged 47, a self-employed 


artist. We realised the bed was on a 
tilt and I rolled out at about 8.30am. 

“When I went out to check I 
realised there was no water in the 
canal.” Keith and 42-year-old shop 
worker Sarah, who wed at Birming¬ 
ham Register Office, live aboard 
Maverick Water Gypsy, a 45ft 
narrow boat. 

They are touring the Black 
Country canals for their honey¬ 
moon, en route to Stoke-on-Trent. 


SHOPPERS in Dudley and Brier- 
ley Hill are demanding smarter 
town centres, free parking and 
lower shop rents to help revive 
the high streets. 

They have responded to the latest survey 
that claimed the two towns as among the 
worst in the country for the number of 
empty shops. 

Dudley was ranked the poorest perform¬ 
ing medium-sized town with 32.4 per cent of 
shops empty Brierley Hill came fourth in 
the list of worst performing small towns 
with 29.6 per cent of retail units vacant. 

In Dudley, unemployed grandmother

She added: “There are too many of the 
same kind of shops, and many people are 
ditching the town centre for places like 
Merry Hill.” 

Unemployed Warren Clayton, 45, of Shaw 
Road, Dudley said: “The place could be 
tidier, the High Street has definitely gone 
downhill in recent years. 

“We could do with more features too and 
the rents could be reduced to help the busi¬ 
nesses stay open.” 

Retired tanker driver Harry Vernon, 76, 
of Dean Court, Brierley Hill, said free 
parking would “benefit the town”, and 
retired tyre maker Fred Staite, 63, of Allan 
Close, Brierley Hill, said the town was 
“dying”. 

He added: “There are so many closures I 
just can’t help think can’t the rents be 
lowered to help.”

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Shooting club could be

A NIGHTCLUB in Dudley where a 
man was shot could be forced to 
tighten up security when its 
licence is reviewed at a meeting 
of council chiefs. 

Hustlers in King Street, was closed for 24 
hours after a man was hit in the arm in the 
crowded club in June. 

Following its reopening, police called for a 
review of the premise licence on the grounds 
of the prevention of crime and disorder. On 
Tuesday, Dudley councillors were due to 
review the licence and will have the power to 
modify, suspend and even revoke it. 

West Midlands Police spokesman Gina 
Lycett said: “The request for the review 
comes following the shooting at the night¬ 
club on June 23.

“It relates to improved CCTV coverage, 
registered door staff and signage outside the 
club.” 

The licensing committee, headed by 
Councillor Hilary Bills, will have a range of 
options available to them after hearing from 
the police and the club’s owner Mr Khan. 

The nightclub, which also serves as an 
American pool bar, currently has a licence to 
open for sporting and music events with the 
sale of alcohol from 9am to 4am, Monday to 
Sunday. However, its current opening times 
are 11am to 11.30pm, Sunday to Wednesday, 
11am to 12.30am on Thursday and 11am to 
4am, Friday and Saturday. 

Attempts to contact the nightclub owners 
for a comment, were unsuccessful.

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Campaigners keeping up 
battle over gallery threat 


CAMPAIGNERS vowed to continue their 
fight to save Kidderminster Library’s 
closure-threatened gallery as the council 
launched a second consultation on its 
future. 

Members of the Friends of Kidderminster 
Library Gallery gathered last week to 
discuss how to move forward in their bid to 
stop the arts and performance space from 
being scrapped. Worcestershire County 
Council wants to move around 130 workers 
into the gallery on the second floor of the 
library instead. 

When the move was first announced four 
months ago, arts and music groups in the 
town protested, prompting the council to 
put the plans on hold. 

But designs have now been drawn up for 


two new options for the library and resi¬ 
dents are being asked for their views. 

Option A would still see the second floor 
converted into offices but a smaller gallery 
with meeting rooms would be created on the 
first floor. The Steinway grand piano would 
be moved to the Corn Exchange next to Kid¬ 
derminster Town Hall. 

Option B would see the gallery remain on 
the second floor but part of the room would 
be turned into offices. More offices would 
also be provided on the first floor. It has not 
been decided what would happen to the 
piano under this option. At at recent 
meeting the Friends agreed to write to the 
council to say they did not approve of Option 
A or any option which would see the piano 
move out of the library. 


SUR to launch £3m shares 


A £3 MILLION share offer will 
be launched by the Severn 
Valley Railway to pay for a 
new visitor centre and to bring 
a historic locomotive back 
into use. 

Railway chiefs want to raise the 
money to build the centre, station 
gateway and spectator gallery at 
Bridgnorth railway station and to 
create a heritage engineering and 
building training academy. 

Further ideas include restoring the 
Hagley Hall locomotive - which has 
not worked for more than 23 years - 
and carrying out further maintenance 
to the line and its infrastructure to 
preserve it for decades to come. From 


October 1, three million shares priced 
at £1 each will be on offer, giving 
enthusiasts the chance to own a part 
of the railway. A launch event will also 
be held on October 13 and 14 at a 
members’ and shareholders’ 
weekend. 

Anniversary 

It comes as bosses at the railway cel¬ 
ebrate the line’s 150th anniversary 
this year, while 2015 will be the 50th 
anniversary of the launch of a cam¬ 
paign to bring the line back into use. 

A spokesman for the SVR said: “To 
mark the 150th anniversary of the 
line, Severn Valley Railway is launch¬ 
ing a share issue in October which will 
give anyone with a keen interest in 
the railway the opportunity to own 


part of a growing national treasure.” 

He said the aim was to provide 
investment in visitor amenities, 
rolling stock and infrastructure, 
including the creation of a heritage 
engineering and building training 
academy for young people. 

“The next major milestone in the 
history of the railway will be our 
golden jubilee in 2015 marking 50 
years since the start of the campaign 
to reopen the line as a heritage 
railway. 

“Feedback from shareholders, sup¬ 
porters and volunteers suggests that 
the time is right for the board to 
embark on a major investment pro¬ 
gramme to prepare the railway for the 
next 50 years.” 


Aldi taking 
on youths 

ELEVEN teenagers have 
been signed up as appren¬ 
tices at supermarket chain 
Aldi following a recruitment 
campaign run by a Black 
Country college. 

Stourbridge College’s 
Black Country Skills Shop 
launched the scheme in 
March and targeted school 
leavers interested in pursu¬ 
ing a career in retail man¬ 
agement. 

They will work across 19 
stores covering the Black 
Country, Worcestershire and 
Shropshire after bosses 
received 980 applications. 

Skills shop staff whittled 
the numbers down to the 
last 50.

A PETITION calling for the speed limit to be slashed on a 
busy road near a Stourport school has been presentd to 
council chiefs. 

Around 260 people have backed the campaign launched 
by resident Ray Kilgour who is concerned about the number 
of cars ignoring the 30mph limit in Princess Way, Areley 
Kings. He wants the county council to introduce a 20mph 
limit by St Bartholomew’s Primary School. County council¬ 
lor John Thomas has been given the petition and will take 
it to County Hall. 

Worcestershire’s transport chief Councillor John Smith 
has pledged to look into the situation and see what can be 
done to make it safer for schoolchildren. 

Mr Kilgour, aged 75, who has lived in Princess Way for 
more than 30 years, has branded the road as “an accident 
waiting to happen” 

“I am worried someone is going to get badly hurt if some¬ 
thing is not done to stop people speeding. 

“The speed of the traffic is out of this world. Reducing the 
speed limit would force people to slow down.” 

His campaign has been backed by Stourport town coun¬ 
cillor Ken Henderson. 

“Speeding is a big problem in Areley Kings but it is par¬ 
ticularly worrying in Princess Way because of the school. 

“Full credit to Mr Kilgour for going out on the streets and 
collecting the signatures,” said Councillor Henderson. 

Councillor Smith, who is Worcestershire County 
Council’s cabinet member for transport, has said he will 
look into Mr Kilgour’s concerns. 

“We will certainly take a look at what is happening there 
and look at the speed of the traffic and the amount of traffic 
using the road to see if a 20mph limit is appropriate.”

Buyer finally found for 
eyesore memorial club 


A FORMER war memorial club in 
Stourbridge which has become 
and eyesore after standing empty 
for more than a decade, has been 
sold. 

Stourbridge War Memorial Club, Amble- 
cote High Street, has been on the market for 
years and the building has become dilapi¬ 
dated through vandalism, fire and weather. 

The Lee, Shaw Partnership said a sale had 
now been agreed for the site. Officials said 
the sale was “progressing well” and no 
further negotiations were expected at the 
present time. 

The deal is expected to be finalised soon. 
Sold signs have now gone up outside the 
building but the agents refused to comment 
on whether the site had been sold to an indi¬ 
vidual or a company. 

They said at present it was not clear what 
future plans for the site would be. 

Residents have been calling for action to 
clean up the site for years saying the build¬ 
ing has become an eyesore on one of the 
main routes into Stourbridge town centre. 

It is not the first time sold signs have been 
put up at the building this year. A sale was 
agreed in April this year but fell through less 
than a month later . 

Plans were also submitted in 2009 to turn 
the site into a restaurant and cabaret but 
the scheme floundered over traffic concerns. 

Spokesman Jo Walford said: “A sale has 
now been agreed for the former war memo¬ 
rial club and everything is progressing well 
at the present time. 

“There has been a lot of interest expressed 
in the site.”

A GRANDFATHER flew all the way 
from New Zealand to Halesowen 
to get a hip replacement from a 
specialist doctor. 

Alan Lowe, aged 71, decided to make the 
11,000 mile journey after discovering con¬ 
sultant orthopaedic surgeon Edward Davis 
used computer navigational surgery for hip 
replacements. The West Midlands Hospital- 
based surgeon is the only one in the country 
to use the technology, which offers a more 
accurate fit for the bone replacements.

CAMPAIGNERS fighting plans for a 
£120 million incinerator in a village 
near Kidderminster are looking to 
launch a legal bid to stop the devel¬ 
opment going ahead. 

The EnviRecover plant in Hartlebury near 
Kidderminster would be open by late 2013 
and site bosses say they hope to start building 
by the end of the year. The decision to approve 
the plans was announced by Communities 
and Local Government Secretary Eric 
Pickles. 

It follows a three year fight by residents. 

But protesters said they have instructed a 
legal team to investigate if there are grounds 
for a judicial review in the High Court. 

They were due to discuss the next plan of 
action at a meeting of Hartlebury Parish 
Council this week. 

The Mercia Waste Management plant will 
take up to 200,000 tons of waste from Worces¬ 
tershire and Herefordshire each year. 

This will then be converted into up to 15.5 
megawatts of electricity - enough to supply 
about 20,000 homes. 

But the scheme, first unveiled in 2009, 
prompted more than 1,100 letters of objection 
and a petition against the plant was signed by 
2,300 people. 

Chairman of the campaign group, Worces¬ 
tershire Residents Against Incineration and 
Landfill, Ray Kirby, said: “We have instructed 
legal counsel to ascertain if there are grounds 
for a judicial review. Even if we were granted 
a judicial review and won, there is no obliga¬ 
tion on the Secretary of State to accept the 
decision. Or he could put certain conditions 
on the plans.” 


School security upgrade 

A PRIMARY school in Dudley has been 
given the go-ahead to put up gatesand high 
fencing around its grounds. 

Newfield Park Primary School, Whitting- 
ham Road, Halesowen, has been granted 
permission by Dudley Council for the secu¬ 
rity measure.

Stevens’ husband, Ernest. 

In the early 1930s it was obvious 
there was an urgent need for a 
maternity home. Mr Stevens 
decided to demolish White Hall, 
which stood on the site originally, 
and build the home. On September 
22 an anniversary coffee morning 
will be held from 10am to noon.

PLANS for a £6 million centre 
offering short-term space for 
fledgling businesses in Dudley 
have moved forward. 

Talks are now underway with an office 
developer.

An 
update report, from the council’s urban envi¬ 
ronment director, John Millar, said: “At 
present, discussions are continuing with a 
particular office developer who has 
expressed an interest in Castlegate and who 
would develop a managed workspace facility 
with associated car parking and servicing. 

“Whilst discussions with this developer 
are continuing, it is difficult at the moment 
to specify the exact nature of the space that 
might be provided, but the particular devel¬ 
oper in question has a track record of provid¬ 
ing flexible accommodation which is suited 
specifically to small and emerging business.”

THIS Sunday (16) at the Autumn 
Wings and Wheels Fly-in at Half¬ 
penny Green Airport, the Boulton 
Paul Association will be exhibiting 
a replica of the world’s first aircraft 
gun turret in the nose of an Over¬ 
strand bomber. 

Back in the early 1930s, as aircraft 
speeds increased, the poor old air 
gunners in their open cockpits were 
having great difficulty training their 
hand held guns in the 150mph slip¬ 
streams, and changing magazines 
with frozen fingers, sometimes drop¬ 
ping them overboard. 

In response Boulton Paul Aircraft, 
then in Norwich, came up with the 
world’s first fully-enclosed power- 
operated gun turret, and redesigned 
their Sidestrand medium bomber, 
replacing the open gunner’s position 
in the nose with the new turret. 

The redesigned aircraft was called 
the Overstrand, the two names being 
those of small villages in Norfolk. 

The circular turret was pneumati¬ 
cally powered, the single Lewis gun 
operating a plunger on each side of

the vertical slot in which it lay, to 
revolve the turret in either direction. 

The slot was closed by another con¬ 
temporary, piece of advanced tech¬ 
nology, a zip. As the gun was raised or 
lowered it automatically opened and 
closed the zip, keeping the gunner 
draught-free inside. 

Badge 

When the turret was locked in 
position, the gunner could perform 
his other function of bomb-aimer, 
opening a small window, and swing¬ 
ing his bomb-sight into position. 

The RAF’s single Sidestrand 
squadron, No 101, was re-equipped 
with the new aircraft, and as the first 
squadron in the World with turret¬ 
armed bombers, to this day features 
a ‘turret’ on its badge, though of the 
medieval castle variety. 

All the Overstrands were built in 
Norwich, but Boulton Paul did bring 
two of them to Wolverhampton when 
the company re-located, and used 
them for turret development work. 


It had purchased the rights to a 
French electro-hydraulic power 
system for use in its subsequent 
turrets, like the Defiant and Roc 
fighters which were rolling down its 
production lines at the outbreak of 
War, and it was in the nose of an 
Overstrand that these turrets were 
first flown. 

More than 20,000 Boulton Paul 
gun turrets were built over the next 
15 years, up to and including that 
fitted to the nose of the famous Avro 
Shackleton. 

Ten years ago the Boulton Paul 
Association set out to build a replica 
of this revolutionary gun turret, and 
the nose of an Overstrand bomber, 
in which to display it. It is this 
replica, newly completed, which will 
be exhibited at Cockpits West, a 
display of aircraft cockpits which 
will be one of the many attractions 
at the show. 

Also on display will be one of 
Boulton Paul’s Avro Lincoln tail 
turrets, which also equipped No 101 
Squadron, 10 years after their 
gunners first came in out of the cold.

Former Southern Railway 
Battle of Britain Class 
engine No. 34053 Sir Keith 
Park, has joined the line’s 
working fleet. 

The 1947-built express pas¬ 
senger engine worked the 
heavy continental boat 
trains between London and 
the south coast ports, and 
other fast expresses. 

Its role in the British Rail¬ 
ways fleet came to an end in 
1965 when BR replaced its 
steam locomotives with 
diesel and electric types. But 
instead of being scrapped, 
Sir Keith Park luckily stayed 
intact at a scrap yard in 
South Wales and was rescued 
in 1984. 

But in 1999 when it was 
bought by its present 
owners, the steam enthusi¬ 
ast group Southern Locomo-

A MAN was injured after he lost control of 
his motorbike and fell down a steep embank¬ 
ment in Dudley.

Firebugs thought to be behind 
blaze that scorched 74 acres 


A FIRE thought to the work of arson¬ 
ists destroyed around 74 acres of 
wheat and straw. 

More than 60 firefighters battled the grass fire 
on land near to Himley Hall, Himley near Dudley 
which is believed to have been started deliberately. 

It began just before 4.30pm on Sunday and 
strong winds caused it to spread rapidly. There 
were initially concerns that nearby buildings 
where dozens of game birds are bred could be 
under threat. 

Crews asked for tractors to be put on standby in 
the eventuality trenches would need to be dug to 


stop the flames spreading. But they managed to 
get it under control. 

Incident commander Mick Archer said: “This 
was potentially very serious but, because of the 
large number of resources at our disposal, we were 
able to deal with it in a quick and efficient manner. 

“The grass had recently been cut and it was a 
hot day so it flashed across very quickly. The 
biggest issue was the wind.” The fire was eventu¬ 
ally brought under control by 7pm. 

Mr Archer added: “We believe it may have been 
started deliberately but investigations are 
ongoing.”

A SUNNY alternative to all those cold and dark 
Scandinavian crime thrillers, this Italian series was 
originally shown on BBC Four (the latest series is on 
now) and features Luca Zingaretti as the laid-back 
Sicilian detective.

THE creator of Adrian Mole pres¬ 
ents us with another memorable 
character in Eva Beaver. 

This 50-year-old wife and mother, 
after despatching her teenaged twins 
to university, chucks tomato soup all 
over the chair she has spent two years 
embroidering and takes to her bed... for 
a year. 

It soon turns out that this is more 
than a mere midlife crisis or even a 
nervous breakdown, as Eva’s determi¬ 
nation to stay on the sheets confounds 
her family and turns her into a 
celebrity. 

Eva’s dramatic way of reappraising 
her life allows Townsend to wittily 
point out the absurdities in modern 
suburban life. 

This is a novel to provoke many wry 
smiles rather than belly laughs.

Four Children and It - 

Jacqueline Wilson 

(Puffin, hardback, £12.99) 

The UK’s top children’s author gives 
a modern twist to the classic Five Chil¬ 
dren and It by E Nesbit. The Edwar¬ 
dian tale is brought up to date with a 
squabbling modern family from the 
creator of Tracy Beaker. But they meet 
their match in the mysterious wish¬ 
granting Psammead. Wilson respects 
her source and probably hopes that 
introducing It to today’s young readers 
will encourage them to read the origi¬ 
nal and maybe more of Edith Nesbit’s 
work, such as The Railway Children.

T he First World War is over, Sybil 
is pregnant with her first child 
and Mary is about to marry 
Matthew. 

So, as we enter 1920, everything is 
well in the Crawley family’s world, 
right? 

Well, not exactly - after all, this is a 
TV drama, so misery, scandal, back¬ 
biting, chaos and tragedy can only be 
just around the corner. 

Certainly life at Downton Abbey 
may never be the same again - 
Bates remains in jail after being 
wrongly convicted of his wife’s 
murder, and butler Carson is 
struggling to find the ‘right’ kind of 
person to join the staff; it seems that 
the war has changed everything and 
people are no longer happy to spend 
their lives waiting hand and foot on 
wealthy aristocrats, not when they 
may have a chance to make 
something of themselves. 

Of course the biggest news from 
this third series is that Oscar-winning 
Hollywood megastar Shirley MacLaine 
is joining the cast as Cora’s 
redoubtable mother, Martha Levinson, 
who makes the journey across the 


Atlantic for the big Crawley wedding. 

“In those days the American women 
who had money were looking for titles, 
and the titled men were looking for 
American money,” explains MacLaine. 
“So Martha fits the bill of the American 
matriarch who lands across the pond 
with money. And they expect her to 
finance whatever’s wrong with 
Downton Abbey.” 

The actress, whose previous 
projects include such massive 
cinematic hits as Sweet Charity, 

Terms of Endearment, The Apartment 
and Steel Magnolias, will only be 
appearing in a handful of episodes, 
but is sure that her character will live 
long in the memory. 

“She is extremely outspoken. 
Martha’s basic role in these episodes 
is to plead with the Dowager 
Countess to wrest herself, if possible, 
away from tradition, because that’s 
what caused the war in the first place, 
and to become more flexible in 
relating to change.” 

What viewers are looking forward to 
is seeing MacLaine and Maggie Smith 
(who plays the Dowager Countess), 
lock horns on screen - after all, they 


are two of the acting game’s most 
formidable, experienced and talented 
women. 

But MacLaine lets us down slightly 
by claiming there won’t be fireworks 
between them: ‘The gunfight at the OK 
Corral does not happen between 
Maggie and me. We do a little sparring, 
we have our moments, but it’s more 
sophisticated than that. Martha is not 
just a crass, cranky American coming 
in there to call a spade a spade. She’s 
very smart and to a large extent 
sensitive as to what’s going on with all 
her daughter’s children. 

‘And Maggie’s character is so well 
established, but you have to look 
beyond what is her expected reaction 
to Martha. The Dowager Countess is 
a human being who has complications 
and a past of some pain that Martha 
understands - and to some extent 
addresses herself to.” 

MacLaine does, however, admit that 
she had a grand old time, and 
especially enjoyed filming at Highclere 
Castle, which doubles as Downton. 

She’s also sure we’re going to enjoy 
watching her character in action - 
and, frankly, we can’t wait to see her.

Vends shift in first car ownership 



MANY young motorists now rely 
on their parents to fork out for 
their first car, according to a 
survey. 

In the 1960s, around 80 per cent of first¬ 
time car owners funded their purchase 
themselves, according to the poll by insur¬ 
ance company Aviva. 

But now around a third of first cars are 
paid for by someone else, most likely by 


mothers and fathers or other family 
members. The recent reliance on the bank 
of mum and dad comes despite the fact that 
the average age to buy a first car is now 25, 
compared with 21 in the 1960s. 

But today’s drivers are much more likely 
(26 per cent) to have a new car as their first 
motor than in the 1960s (eight per cent), 
when nearly everyone cut their motoring 
teeth on secondhand models. In the 1960s, 
only six per cent of first-time car owners 


had their motor insurance paid for by 
someone else, while now the figure is as 
high as 21 per cent. 

The poll also showed that the most 
popular first car of the last 50 years was the 
Ford Escort, followed by the Ford Fiesta, 
Ford Anglia and Vauxhall Corsa.

Smith says: “Owning a first car is a fantas¬
